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CROW INDIAN LANDS NEXT.

More Tba a Million Atrw ia Montana
Will Prcbably 15 Opened to

Settlement.

The United States government still
has thousands upon thousands of acres
of land for homeseekers and closely
following upon the heels of the open-
ing of the rich Indian lands of the
Kiowas, comes the news that it is more
than likely that the next lands to be
opened for settlers will be a part of
the reservation of the Crow Indians in
Montana, land which J. E. Edwards,
the government agent of the Crow re-

servation, says embraces over a million
acres of much finer land than anything
yet thrown open by the government.
During the last session of congress an
act opening 1,150,000 acres held by the
Crows passed the senate, but was not
reached by the house. It will come up
during the next session of the nation-
al lawmaker?, however, and Edwards
expresses the opinion that it will pass.
There are now 2,000 Crows on the

which contains over 4,000,000

a?res of land, the tract being much
larger than the Indians can use, so
thousands of acres of it are going to
waste. The bill opening a part of the
reservation for settlement provides for
the purchase of the 1,1C,000 acres from
the Indians at 1 per acre, thus en-

riching their tribe to the extent of
51,150,000, and at the same time leaving
1,200 for every man, woman and child
in the tribe. The bill provides how
the fortune of over a million is to be
spent, and 8250,000 is to be set aside
for the purchase of d heifers
to be parceled out among the Indians.
The bill provides for schools and hos-

pitals, for the fencing of the reserva-
tion, for the completion of the irriga-
tion system, and for the deposit of the
remainder in the United States treas-
ury so that each Indian will draw
per month. The Indians have agreed
to the plan and, in fact, approve of it,
so that it is not likely to be more than
another year or two before there will
be another rush of homeseekers. In
the meantime Kansas offers more and
better homes than any reservation or
state in the world.

general history or latin, geometry
higher arithmetic.

ioe conege preparatory course is
very similar. Latin is required where
other studies are elective in the nor
mal course, also two years of German
is required in the college course. Stud-
ents completing the normal course will
be granted a second grade teachers'
certificate, and by taking one and one- -

half year's additional work at the state
normal will be granted a life certifi
cate goo! for any district or city in
the state of Kansas.
